General Nathaniel Lyon, a small 
red-headed 
Connecticut 
yankee, 
did more than any other man to 
open the Cicil war in Missouri. An 
experienced soldier, he 
followed 
the course of duty as he saw it, 
boldly nnd swiftly, wihtout regard 
for his personal safety or consid­ 
eration for the feeling or welfare 
of others, and in so doing he plung­ 
ed the State into the abyss of civil 
strife. 
General Lyon was born at Ash­ 
ford. Connecticut, on July 14, 1818. 
one hundred and tw enty-one years 
ago this week. 
The day after his 
graduation from West Point 
at 
the rge of tw enty-three he was a])- I 
pointed lieutenant-colonel in the) 
2nd regiment o f U . S. 
Infantry, 
which was fighting the Seminole 
Indians in Florida. 
He objected 
to the governm ent’s policy of send­ 
ing soldiers to the Texas frontier, 
but did distinguished service 
at 
Vera Cruz. Cerro Gordo and the 
City of Mexico. Transferred from 
the Pacific coast to the middle west 
in 1854. he was stationed for short 
periods in Iowa, 
Nebraska 
and 
Missouri, but spent the most of his 
tim e in “Bleeding Kansas,” 
Immediately after 
his 
assign­ 
ment to the St. Louis arsenal 
on 
February 6, 1861. he took steps to 
strengthen the Union cause in Mis­ 
souri. 
With the help of Francis 
Preston Blair, Jr., he obtained a 
brigadier-general’s c o m m i s s ion 
and took command of the Union 
forces in St. Louis. 
While others 
hesitated, undecided as 
to 
the 
best course. Lyon 
seized 
Camp 
Jackson, 
thereby 
sounding 
the 
doom of peace in Missouri. In a 
clash between some of the specta­ 
tors and Lyon’s men one soldier 
and a few 
innocent 
bystanders 
were 
killed. 
Atrocious 
stories 
spread throughout the State. 
De­ 
fenseless men, women, and child­ 
ren were reported to have 
been 
shot, and otherwise sensible peo­ 
ple expected the St. Louis “Dutch” 
to overrun the State. Public opin­ 
ion seemed to crystalize overnight, 
and Missouri became an 
arm ed 
camp. 
All hope 
of 
reconciling 
the 
northern and southern leaders was 
wrecked on June 12 when a con­ 
ference 
between 
Lyon, 
Blair, 
Sterling Price, and Governor Jack­ 
son broke up with the conclusion 
that "This means war." 
Jackson 


fled from St. Louis to 
Jefferson 
City, burning bridges as he went, 
and issued a call for 50,000 men. 
The next day Lyon sent Col. Franz 
Sigel with a small body of men 
into southwest Missouri to cut off 
the retreat of 
the 
pro-southern \ 
state forces, while he pushed up 
the Missouri river with some 2,000 
regulars. 
Two days later he took 
possession of Jefferson City and 
on June 17 he defeated the gover­ 
nor’s forces under Col. 
John 
S. 
M armaduke at Boonville. 
In the 
short space of five days he had by 
quick and decisive action seized 
the capital, gained control of the 
Missouri river, and greatly weak­ 
ened the southern cause 
in 
the 
State. 
Lyon’s m ilitary plan was sound 
and simple, and if he had received 
the support of his superiors 
the 
m ilitary 
struggle 
for 
Missouri 
would have probably ended in a 
few days. With Sigel in the south­ 
west to harrass the retreat of the 
southern army. Lyon pursued the 
defeated troops, reaching Spring­ 
field on July 13. Unwilling to re­ 
treat, but unable to gain reinforce­ 
ments. he decided to attack with 
his small army of 5,400 the com­ 
bined forces of Price and McCui- 
loch, over 10,000 men. Marching 
to the enem ies’ camp on Wilson's 
Creek, about ten miles southwest 
of the city, he made the attack on 
August 10, 1861. 
After five hours 
of able fighting, the daring gen­ 
eral fell fatally wounded in the 
thigh and head and shot through 
the chest. 
His death was m ourn­ 
ed throughout the North. 
The wisdom of Lyon's course at 
Camp Jackson and Wilson’s Creek 
may be questioned, but never his 
; patriotism, and in spite of the de­ 
feat of his 
troops 
at 
Wilson’s 
Creek his work did much to hold 
Missouri for the Union. 
He gave 
not only his life for his country, 
but he willed to the government 
$30,000, almost his entire estate, 
for the purpose of carrying on the 
war.
